Good Friday and Easter 


‘In Thornton Wilder’s latest book the central figure of that 
exquisite little story utterly disillusioned (as we would say 
today) in her life as a courtesan, constantly thinks of her- 
self as “dead.” She has no more 
real life. But even as she speaks 
and thinks she discovers that 
there is real life for her not only 
in the joy of the great literature 
of her country but more espe- 
cially in her care of a whole fam- 
ily of “lame ducks,” her “sheep” 
she calls them, flotsam and _ jet- 
sam of the hard and cruel world 
of that day. She was dead with- 
out joyous emotion, without zest 
or ambition, when she sought life 
in the shallow ranges of physical 
pleasure. She found life, when 
she had stopped looking for it, in 
the deeper ranges of unselfish 
service. Here we have something 
of a parable. Men are always 
seeking for life. They are never satisfied with mere physical 
existence. That existence must be colored by some emo- 
tional satisfaction. Otherwise it is simply existence. They do 
not talk of it as life. Twelve hours seven days a week in the 
steel mills did not, I take it, mean life to the unfortunate 
laborers. Life began in the saloon or, perhaps more rarely, 
in the poor and crowded home. So when we are doing some- 
thing particularly invigorating we burst out with the com- 
ment, “Well, this is life.” 

Men are always seeking for life, I say, and thalt, since 
Easter is the great day of life, might be translated into Chris- 
tian language by saying that men are always seeking for 
Easter. They don’t want Calvaries, they are not looking for 
dolorous ways; but they do want Easters; they do want life. 
And how strangely they seek it. Night clubs, joy-riding, eai- 
ing and drinking and all the grosser sins of the flesh stand 
as embodying real life to many, many people. Come and see 
life, men say—-and they mean see indecency and sensuality. 
Or they think of life as meaning wealth and power, to sit in 
with the big men of the community and to be noticed in the 
papers. Social climbers find it in the social columns of the 
papers; political climbers in putting an enemy to rout. But 
one need not go on. We all know tthe thousand ways in 
which men and women think they are going to find life. 
They work hard for it and like the Woman of Andros, they 
go “dead.” 

The fact is that Easter comes only by way of Calvary. 
Life comes only through death. These external and material 
things never can make life, real life, life that is full and deep 
and joyous, not empty and shallow and merely hilarious. 
One must first be “dead” to them. St. Paul talked of that. It is 
the less theological way of saying “dead to the world,” “dead 


to one’s sins.” The seeking, yearning, questing heart of man 
is always running off on the wrong road, following the 
wrong counsel, guiding itseif by a compass that is not true. 

The search for Easter, as all the sages of mankind have 
told us, can be successful first by discovering that life can 
not be found in these material things. They are not life. One 
must be “dead” so far as they are concerned. And then one 
faces another death. Calvary is not only death to the world; 
it is death to self. The Woman of Andros was not only 
“dead” in the way she thought of it. Life came to her only 
as she died further, died to self. In serving others, in rescu- 
ing lame ducks, in helping cripples over stiles she found life. 
For life, real life, full and deep and joyous is only that which 
lies beyond the Calvary on which self is crucified. Hunting 
for life we get very little. Seeking to serve and careless of 
life, life comes to us, flows in, fills us. ; 

This is the old Easter message, the tale told for nineteen 
hundred years. But it is always true. Men are always seek- 
ing life. Easter is the revelation of life, the victory of the 
living Christ; but like Him we can come to Easter only by 
way of Calvary.—E. L. P.

At the Maria Kip Orphanage for many years a valuable 
work has been done by the Sisters of St. Saviour, in carrying 
on, not an institution as we picture one; but a healthy, happy 
home for girls.

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The writer of these notes finds it exceedingly difficult to 
heep his mind on his work these days when so many in‘e - 
esting construction activities are in progress just outside his 
window.

set down its load as gently as a piece of delicate chinawarce. 
One really can’t be blamed for wanting to watch this work, 
especially when it is hourly bringing nearer to reality an 
idea about which the observer has written something nearly 
every day for the past two years. 


There is another distraction that besets a habitant of the 
Building Fund office. This is found in the newly-installed 
windows of the Chapel of Grace. The glass is magnificent. 
The panels fairly ripple with color and one can study the 
windows again and again, each time finding new and un- 
expected beauty. Some who have seen the windows liken 
them to those of Chartres, in which the same wonderful blue 
figures so strikingly. The whole chapel is a thing of indes- 
cribable beauty and to visit it is to realize as never before 
the grandeur of the cathedral that is now in the building.

Department Elects New Vice-chairman

ligious Education at the February meeting, following resig- 
nation of the Rev. Mr. Shires. For a number of years the Rev. 
Henry H. Shires, rector of Christ Church, Alameda, has held 
this office and it was with the deepest regret that the depart- 
ment accepted his resignation. The tribute and thanks of 
all in the Diocese go to Mr. Shires for his splendid leader- 
ship. He has given of this time and thought to the organiza- 
tion of the work in religious education and it is because of 
his interest and effort that the services of a diocesan director 
have been obtained. 

The department welcomes Mr. Thomas to this office and 
while faced with the problem of raising the greater part of 
its budget for the year we may all look forward to a year of 
progress under his leadership. 

Two new members were elected to the department—the 
Ven. Noel Porter, Ph.D., Archdeacon of the Diocese, whose 
counsel and advice in religious education will be very much 
appreciated, and Mr. Elliott Smith, a layman, interested in 
religious education, superintendent of the Church School 
at the Cathedral. 


National Accredited Teachers Association 


Six certificates have been issued to Church School teach- 
ers in the Diocese for having satisfactorily completed a 
course on “The Primary Child.” This course was given 
at St. Paul’s Church, Oakland, by the diocesan director of 
religious education during September and October. Those 
who receive credit are: Mrs. Clifton H. Kroll, St. Paul’s 
Church School; Miss Margaret A. Prefontaine, St. Paul’s 
Church School; Miss Beatrice Ralston, St. Paul’s Church 
School; Miss Pauline Sobatker, St. Paul’s Church School;

Asilomar Summer School 


Dean Beal of Los Angeles and Dr. Saunders of the Pacific 
School of Religion are to be at Asilomar this summer. The 
plans for the diocesan summer school are progressing. It 
will be held at the Y. W. C. A. conference grounds, Asilomar, 
from July 28 to August 2. Dean Harry Beal of Los Angeles is 
to be the chaplain and Dr. Kenneth Saunders of the Pacific 
School of Religion will lead the clergy conference. Other 
members of the faculty already secured are Rev. Herbert I. 
Oberholtzer, Miss Leila Anderson and Miss Avis E. Harvey. 
The National Council representatives who have been invited 
are Miss Mabel Lee Cooper of the Department of Religious 
Education, Miss Elizabeth Baker of the Woman’s Auxiliary 
and Rev. F. G. Deis of the Field Department. Asilomar this 
vear is to be a five-day school, offering one course for the 
entire group on “Spiritual Adventuring,” some credit courses 
of ten hours, some courses of five hours and a special pro- 
gram for the young people of the Province. 

Little Helpers and Pre-school Department 


One of the requirements of the new ten-point standard 
that must be met by the schools wishing to receive a certifi- 
cate is that it have a pre-school department. A pre-school de- 
partment isa part of the Church School. It is made up of the 
voungest members of the parish family, those too young to 
attend church—so the Church goes to them. It is usually 
under the leadership of a woman who is as much a part of 
the teaching staff of the school as the teacher who meets her 
class regularly every Sunday morning. Several reasons are 
back of the development of the pre-school department. An 
interest in the pre-school child is sweeping the country. The 
study of child psychology has driven us back to a searching 
into the earliest years of a child’s life until some say that the 
first seven years will determine what kind of a person that 
child grows to be. If the first seven years of a child’s life con- 
ditions his development it is also true that it conditions his 


religious growth. Many children get little religious training 
before they come to the Church School and the Church has 
awakened to her responsibility for them. Another reason is 
the interest the Church has in keeping a contact with the 
parents and the home. The young mother often finds little 
time to go to church and so the Church goes to her and when 
it does is interested in helping to guide her in the training 
of her child’s religious life. So the superintendent or the sec- 
retary of the department goes armed with information on 
books that will help the mother. The Church is interested 
also in bringing the child to baptism and in helping parents 
see reasons for having children baptised. This makes the pre- 
school department a development of the font roll and the 
purpose of the font roll one of the activities of the pre-school 
department. The group known as Little Helpers in our work 
with children is another of the interests and activities of the 
pre-school department. The Little Helpers’ prayer asks 
God’s blessing on all missionaries. The Little Helpers’ offer- 
ing goes to ward the extension of God’s kingdom. It is neces- 
sary to put a program of education under this movement and 
so help the children to know something about the mission- 
aries and the importance of contributing regularly to their 
support. Missionary education then becomes a part of the 
program of the pre-school department. Some definite sugges- 
tions might be made that will be found helpful in organizing 
a group. First, and of the greatest importance, is the leader. 
She must have time for the work, a patience and tact that 
will get her through many first contacts until the mother 
looks to her as a friend. She must have a love for children, 
making her interested in mothers’ stories about them. A good 
place to get a list of names on which to begin is from the 
baptismal records for the past three or four years. This will 
give only the names of those baptised. Go next to the Church 
School records and get the names of younger brothers and 
sisters. Let it be known in the Church School that new babies 
can be made members at once. Get the interest and co-opera- 
tion of the women’s guilds in the Church. Sometimes a letter 
to the parish from the rector brings a helpful understanding 
of the work or an occasional notice in the parish paper giv- 
ing the name and address of the secretary to whom families 
with young children should be reported. In some communi- 
ties the secretary follows carefully the birth notices in the 
paper. A card sent to the child at the anniversary of birth 
and baptism is a way of keeping a contact. A service planned 
for mothers and children has been found helpful. Sometimes 
combined with this is the annual service at which the offer- 
ing is presented. In some cases a party is planned for the 
mothers and children, often classes for mothers or a mothers’ 
club develops. In the kindergarten department of the Church 
School a record may be kept of those enrolled in the pre- 
school department. The kindergarten may use a special 
hymn and prayer each time a new name is added to the list 
and when one of the children of the pre-school department 
has grown big enough to enter kindergarten. In this way 
there is a welcome awaiting him. In one school in the Dio- 
cese the work of the pre-school department is done by the 
third grade. They keep the records, address greeting and 
anniversary cards and have-a serap book of pictures of their 
babies. The leaders of these groups will want books and lists 
of books to suggest to the mother for her use. Following is a 
list of these in the library at St. Margaret’s House, 2629 Haste 
street, Berkeley, which may be borrowed: “Concerning 
Parents,” a symposium; “Child Types,” Frances Danielson; 
“Mary Jane and Harry John,” F. S. Bennett; “A Study of 
Babyhood,” Haveland; “A Montessori Mother,” D. C. Fisher; 
“Methods with Beginners,” Danielson; “Kindergarten Method 
in the Church School,” Baker; “How We Can Teach Children 
to Pray,” Mumford; “The Worship of a Little Child,” Baker; 
“Prayers for Little Children;” “Object Lessons for the Cradle 
Roll,” Danielson; “Through the Church Door,” L. M. Haynes. 
The national department has published a pamphlet giving 
suggestions as to organization and material and information 
as to the places the offering is sent. It is called “First Steps 
in the Church.”

The diocesan president, Mrs. Harry K. Sherman, never fails 
to speak of the need for this work, to suggest that the leader 
for it might come from the Auxiliary and is always present 
with us at our meetings of the secretaries. We need more sec- 
retaries. We need more groups of the youngest of our chil- 
dren getting some religious education. We need more home 
contacts. Find the right person in your parish or mission 
to do this work and put that person in touch with Mrs. Chris- 
tin or with me. Printed below is a list of secretaries who are 
at work at present in the Diocese giving their parish and 
home address. They ask that their services be made use of.

The fact that during these years he 
is not, as a rule, earning his living as are his fellows of the 
same age is significant.” It may, of course, do him no harm. 
Experience proves that it often does. For four or five years 
we free an eighteen-year-old from all financial responsibility 
other than making his allowance last thirty days—and most 
students are on an allowance. At the end of that time we 
expect him to give freely of his means, necessarily meager, 
for this institution which means so much to us and to the 
spread of the gospel of Christ. It is expecting too much. Few 
students are mature enough to realize the social price they 
pay for these years of economic freedom. It is crippling the 
life of the Church at its source to keep these thousands of 
our young people from learning to share, be that share how- 
ever small, in the art of giving away money. And it is an art; 
learning to extend one’s personality to the ends of the earth 
in order that all men everywhere may realize that “abundant 
life” which Christ gave himself to give. 

I am through saying “Students are broke.” They are not. 
There is always for the vast majority the necessary $2 or $10 
for the weekend party; two-bits for the daily choc-malt. Last 
year the collegiate public of America spent $50,000,000 for 
football. Students, as well as every reader of this article, use 
money rather freely for the things they really want. Let us 
conscientiously help them develop generous personalities—- 
surely a vital part of their education—by an intelligent par- 
ticipation in the Third Student Lenten Fund.

Miss Lindley’s Visit 

Churchwomen in the bay region had an opportunity to 
gain information and stimulus in the brief visit which Miss 
Grace Lindley, national secretary of the Woman’s Auxiliary, 
paid to the Diocese of California last month. Her four days’ 
visit was crowded full of public and private engagements 
and those who were fortunate enough to meet her will not 
soon forget their impressions.

Experiments are 
everywhere; those who represent the Church must not ignore 
any of them but keep abreast with the Christian viewpoint. 
The Eighth Province leads in progressive thought in many 
r-spects and its women can accomplish much. Various publi- 
cations were touched upon, a list of which can be obtained 
by writing to the Book She!f of the Auxiliary, 281 Fourth ave- 
nue, New York. Finally, the advance work program of the 
Church was touched upon and we were told that more would 
be heard of it later, the plan being that the Auxiliary, in- 
stead of continuing to make a corporate gift, join with the 
general Church in certain projects to be determined by each 
Diocese. 

The meeting closed impressively with the singing of the 
Doxology. 


On the following day Mrs. Lance motored Miss Lindley to 
All Saints, Palo Alto, where a large regional meeting was held 
in the morning. Stormy weather prevented their reaching 
the group at Pacific Grove until it was too late to do more 
than give a greeting. This was a very great regret to both vis- 
itors and to the people of the Monterey region but it was 
unavoidable. 


Saturday evening was passed at St. Margaret’s House with 
a selected group of students, when Miss Lindley gave an in- 
formal talk which they greatly enjoyed. On Sunday morning 
she spoke at All Souls Church, Berkeley, and that evening 
took her departure for the north. 


Deaconess Katharine Phelps 


Second only to Miss Lindley’s visit and probably of more 
far-reaching influence in the Diocese, has been the stay of 
Deaconess Phelps, a charming and convincing individual 
who is supplementing her many years of work for Christ in 
China, from which she is now debarred, by telling the story 
of China and its needs to all who are willing to listen. Her 
listeners grew more numerous and enthusiastic as she ad- 
vanced on the route planned for her by the Archdeacon and 
the Woman’s Auxiliary. Traveling northward from Paso 
Robles and its environs, she made addresses in eighteen 
places and many others were eagerly awaiting her when 
suddenly the strain proved too fatiguing. She lost her voice 
and was obliged to cancel future engagements, to the great 
disappointment of her audiences and herself. The deaconess 
everywhere stressed the importance of prayer, which means 
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more to China than money, especially at this crucial time. 
She told of the great value of the Christian homes which 
shine like candles in the great chaos of ignorance, super- 
stition, new knowledge and sudden change of customs. She 
spoke of Christian education for women as being of first im- 
portance, since woman is all-powerful in a Chinese home. 
Where hygiene and Christian ideals prevail, the influence 
upon the community is incalculable. Many other aspects of 
China’s problems, economics, social and political affairs were 
ably presented, as well as the religious situation and one 
clergyman writes: 


“Deaconess Phelps has just left. I don’t know when I have 
been so deeply impressed by a missionary talk. She certainly 
is a marvelous, consecrated woman and deserves the atten- 
tion of the entire Diocese. Her talk would stimulate a more 
intelligent understanding and, therefore, a finer loyalty and 
support for missionary work. I just want to tell everyone 
about her. Her engagement here was unfortunate in point of 
time as there were a number of other things on hand plus 
a nice little rain, but those who were there could have lis- 
tened for two hours. They have all either stopped me on the 
street or called me up by phone to tell me how deeply they 
were impressed. I can only hope and pray that she will have 
fine reception wherever she may go.” 


Evidently the deaconess continued to produce these re- 
sults, for in her letter of regretful farewell she writes: “I 
think my reception in this Diocese was quite the most cor- 
dial that I have met anywhere and I hope that some perma- 
nent help may have come from my meetings.” This hope we 
echo, adding to it that we trust Deaconess Phelps may very 
soon recover her lost voice and continue to enlighten her 
countrymen in a way which they greatly need. Intelligent in- 
formation, sympathetically received, will bear a finer fruit 
than pages of sentimental reflections. 


A Correction 

The fine contributed editorial on “Lenten Loyalties” in 
our last month’s issue was credited by mistake to the parish 
paper of Trinity Church, Oakland, of which Rev. Lloyd B. 
Thomas is rector. It should have been credited to the parish 
paper of Trinity Church, San Jose, of which parish the Rev. 
Mark Rifenbark is rector. The two parish papers look very 
much alike and there were no marks of “higher criticism” 
in the text of the editorial to detect the mistake.

What a dif- 
ference the addition of one letter makes!

the far corners of the world, or a lifting up of my spirit into 
a new vision of our blessed Lord and Saviour.”
